Inspector Makes Report on Local 
High School; Rating is High 

Haven't you often heard persons stopping in Antioch for 
the first time ilcclarc: 

••Isn't it remarkable that a community the she of Antioch 
should have such a beautiful and such a large high school budd- 
ing?" 

And isn't the Antioch Township High school building one 
of the prides of the lakes region? Just last week a representa- 
tive of the office of superintendent of public instruction, sute 
of Illinois, visited the school. The report made by the inspcc 
tor was received this week by,-L. O. Bright, principal. 

There arc 184 pupils in the school. The faculty Is com- 
posed of 10 teachers. Assessed valuation is given at $3,420,000. 
The building is rated as adequate. Sanitation is excellent, and 
■ the building is said to be kept neatly and in the best of condi- 
tion. Since the last report two years ago, there has been $341 
!.pcnt for books and maps. Both the books and maps have been 
well-chosen and well kept, according to the report. The 
laboratory equipment is listed as adequate for all needs. Two 
hundred and forty-one dollars has been spent for science equip- 
ment. The valuation is given at $6,000; home economics 
$1,325, and manual training, $1,200. 

The spirit of the pupils is rated excellent, and the school 
is said to be above average. The school, in general, is in good 
condition, the inspector said. 

And. now— haven't the residents a right to feci proud?

On Eve By Psychologists 





THEY HATCH, ADVISES 
POyLTRYSPECIALIST 

Obeying Old Proverb Only 

Gets Farmer Into 

Trouble. 
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' Many psychologists and scientific 
Interpreters of human emotions are 
admittcflly bewildered by the popu- 
lanty of the enake skin as a material 
for general use by the weaker sex. 

For centuries now it has been be- 
licved that a woman is instinctively 
repelled by the sight of a snake, yet 
here wc find her enthusiastic over the 
ncw^ snake sktn hand bags, i)arasol5, 
i-anity cases, etc. 

This year will sec a large importation 
of han<l bags from Pans, made from 
the skin of the Alpina Knrung, the 
hait Indian Python, one of the ugliest 
of reptiles. Even tiie repulsive Doa 
Constrictor, fashion experts report, is 
being Used for snake skin pockctbooks.

Bilz/.ards. moaning 
a more sevoro storm, secured Its 
harsher meaning perhaps from the 
especially alormy winter 1880-1881. 

Tho origin of tlie word i}llz7Jird, ac- 
cording to Webster's New Intoma- 
tlonal Dictionary, in akin to tlio old 
Kngilah word blaze. This Is all that 
can bo said about tlio word with any 
degree of certainty. The word bllx- 
zard (compare the familiar "blazo 
away," meaning to shoot continuous- 
ly) has also meant: "A volley ot 
shots; also, a midden or effective 
shot." Figuratively, blizzard has also 
been applied to any effective retort 
in argument. 

Moat of us know and uso the word 
rather strictly to correspond with 
this dictionary definition, howovor: 
"A dry. Intensely cold, violent storm, 
with high wind and flno driving 
snow, such as those which originate 
on the enatem slope of the Canadian 
Rocky MounlainH."

First Marathon 

Modem Marathon races, such as 
the recent courageous attempt of 
long-distance swimmers to conquer 
the cold waters of Lake Ontario, and 
similar distance contests in running, 
skating, and so on, bring to mind tho 
great antiquity of tho name Mara- 
thon. 

The first Moratlion run, strictly 
speaking, took place In Greece in the 
year 490 B. C, and was such a re- 
markable example of endurance that 
the name today is a fitting appella- 
tion for similar tests of physical 
strength. That run was some twen- 
ty-four centuries ago. The Marathon 
race In tho Olympic Games was so 
named to commemorate, according 
to Webster's New International Die- 
tlonarj-, "tho reputed feat of the 
Greek who ran from Marathon to 
Athens bearing Iho news of the vic- 
tory." 

The Battle of Marathon ended In 
the decisive defeat of the Invadlttg 
Persian armies, by tho Athenians, 
under the generalship of the famous 
commander, Mlltlades. A ninner — 
I'heidippides by name— was Immedi- 
ately dispatched after the battle to 
Athens, some 24 miles distant; he ar- 
rived in the city, shouted the great 
news of the victory, and fell dead.

"greatest pride to be thought the 
Ilrnt farmer in America." 

At the time of his death Washing- 
ton owned some 60,000 acres of 
land, of which more than five squaro 
miles were under cultivation. In his 
pastures and stables wore several 
hundred horses and cattle, not to 
mention the sheep, hoga and poultry 
in his barnlots.
